JAMES  H.  PEABODY, 

Governor  of  Colorado : 

Sir — The  Board  of  Control  of  the  State  Industrial  School 
for  Girls,  in  accordance  with  law,  respectfulh'  submits  its  bi- 
(Minial  report  for  the  two  years,  ending  November  30,  1904. 

The  last  Legislature,  in  its  appropriation  for  this  School, 
Jiiade  provision  for  the  final  payment  of  the  debt  on  the  State 
l)roperty  belonging  to  this  institution. 

DEBTS  PAID. 

Tlie  debt  Ihen  remaining,  with  interest  due  and  commission, 
was  |;4,920.00.  A warrant  was  drawn  on  the  appropriation  fund 
for  this  amount,  and  the  trust  deed  was  tiumed  over  to  the  Board, 
together  with  a warranty  deed,  papers  covering  the  water  right 
to  the  land,  right  to  the  artesian  well,  and  deed  to  the  right 
of  way  for  a road. 

All  these  papers  were  duly  recorded  at  the  court  house  in 
Jefferson  county,  it  being  the  county  where  the  property  is  situ- 
ated. 

Besides  this  amount,  the  note  of  |1, 676.50,  with  interest  in- 
cluded, was  paid.  This  note  was  held  by  P.  O.  Unger,  con- 
Iractor,  being  for  the  amount  remaining  due  on  the  new  build 
ing  erected  in  the  winters  of  1901  and  1902.  In  addition  to  these 
two  debts,  there  was  due  the  architect  of  said  building  f 279. 95, 
which  was  paid. 
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TIumi  lli(*ro  were  bills  for  iiisni'aiiee  preiniuiiis  for  insnriii}^ 
the  ii(“w  biiildiiio  ; bills  for  hiiiiber  used  in  sidewalks  and  repairs; 
bills  for  i)riuting  the  iieeessarv  reports;  coal  bills,  and  numerous 
others  which  if  was  iui])ossil)l(‘  to  pay  out  of  the  maiutenauce 
fund,  as  the  jier  diem  had  not  been  ]>rom]>tly  ]>aid  by  the  counties. 
Some  have  since  settled  their  indebtedness,  jtartially  or  in  full. 
Others  are  still  very  much  in  debt  to  the  institution. 

i-ec(uve  wari-ants  from  some  counties  marked  “no  funds," 
and  bearing*'  no  interest.  They  are  often  from  ten  months  to 
two  yeais  behind  in  their  i>ayments.  Such  warrants  are  of  no 
practical  i»(‘cuniai-y  value  to  us,  as  they  will  buy  nothing.  ^lean 
lime,  th(‘  immibei-s  of  tlie  Hoard  are  confronted  with  the  ])rob]em 
of  maintaining  the  girls  tliese  counties  send,  ui)on  nothing  ]>er 
month. 

xEw  muuiixas. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  had  erected  one  new  build- 
ing, we  received  so  many  new  girls  during  the  ])eriod  it  became 
necessary  to  have  another  new  cottage. 

The  last  Legislature  gave  us  .1(11  b. 000  for  building  ])ur])Oses. 
W(‘  had  to  make  necessary  improvements  and  additions.  We 
have  ])ut  u]>  an  additional  water  tower  and  tank  for  domestic 
use  and  tire  ])rotection,  and  have  bnilt  an  addition  to  the  kitchen, 
with  iK'w  |»antries  and  china  closets,  and  also  an  ice  house,  and 
have  suironnded  the  ])lace  with  a fence.  We  ))urchased  a new 
(UigiiH*  foi-  the  well,  as  the  other  was  constantly  breaking  down, 
and  re]»ainled  the  roof,  the  storm  ])orch  and  outside  wood  work 
of  the  Administration  building.  The  interior  walls  were  kalso 
mimul  and  the  floors  oiled.  We  bought  about  !j)t.500.0()  worth  of 
new  furniture,  including  a very  large  hotel  range  for  the  Ad- 
ministration building.  We  bought  i|!40().00  worth  of  new  beds, 
springs,  blankets.  matti-('sses  and  other  luHlding. 

XEW  r.riLnixc;. 

'rii('  Hoard  hav('  erect(*d  a new  building,  at  a cost  of  about 
.‘PIL’.OOO.OO.  It  is  v('ry  iiK'agerly  furnisluul.  and  we  hope  this  L(‘g- 
islaturc*  will  giv('  us  at  least  .fl.bOO.OO  to  completely  eitui]*  this 
building.  It  is  st(‘am  lumted  and  is  wii-ed  for  electric  lighting. 
It  has  a se]>arate  kitchen,  dining  room  and  sewing  room.  Thirty 
girls  can  be  accommodated  in  separate  sleeping  rooms;  is  well 
suj)])lied  with  bath  rooms,  and  has  two  rooms  at  the  end  of  tlie 
building  to  1k‘  used  as  infirmaries  in  case  of  sickness.  One  floor 
will  be  used  (uitirely  for  those  suffering  fi-om  contagious  diseases. 
We  thiidc  it  is  admirably  ari-anged. 

XEW  r..\ws. 

Wo  ho])e  a law  will  be  ]>a.ssed  similar  to  the  law  in  Michi- 
gan and  otlier  slates,  which  foi'bids  a girl  being  sent  to  the  in 
slitution  suffering  from  vemu-eal  oi-  ollu*r  contagious  disease,  or 
jtregiiant. 
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Tliis  law  requires  a reputable  iiliysieian's  certiticate,  stating 
oil  oath  that  the  girl  sent  is  free  from  such  diseases  and  is  not 
]U‘egnant.  It  is  a fearful  menace  to  the  health  of  the  other  girls 
and  the  emjiloyes  to  have  girls  suffering  from  these  dangerous 
diseases  sent  to  us,  and  should  be  forbidden.  We  can  not  care 
for  them  in  the  latter  condition.  We  have  had  one  case  sent 
us  whei’e  the  authorities  of  the  county  knew  the  condition  of 
Ihe  girl  when  she  Avas  brought  to  the  institution.  We  had  to 
put  her  in  a hosjiital  to  he  cared  for.  It  Avas  an  expense  to  us 
exceeding  the  county  allowance,  and  a great  deal  of  trouble  to 
us  to  attend  to  her,  being  cared  for  as  Avell. 

We  shall  jiresent  to  the  Legislature  a law'  covering  these 
eases,  and  w'e  hope  it  Avill  receive  thoughtful  attention,  and  be 
enacted  into  hiAV. 

THK  APPROPRIATION  REQUIRED  TO  CARRY  ON  THE  AVORK. 

We  are  getting  better  facilities  and  accommodations  eA’ery 
yi'ar,  hut  there  are  still  needed  improvements. 

W e are  yet  in  the  small  temjiorary  frame  structure  Ave  had  to 
put  u])  five  years  ago,  for  a school  building.  We  brought  this 
to  fhe  attention  of  the  Legislature  tAvo  years  ago.  We  need 
a substantial  brick  school  building,  jirojierly  heated  and  designed 
so  AA'e  may  have  a large  assembly  room,  and  furniture  for  the 
same. 

We  should  luiAe  a good  brick  barn.  We  need  another  team 
of  horses  and  a light  tAAO-seated  buggy,  a set  of  double  harness, 
a single  harness,  saddle,  etc. 

Our  laundry  is  entirely  inadequate.  We  should  liaA’e  a better 
building  for  that  puiqiose,  Avith  a drying  room  attached. 

And  most  im])ortant  of  all,  Ave  should  be  able  to  install  an 
electric  lighting  ]>Iant.  It  is  unsafe  to  liaAe  to  use  lainjis  in  such 
an  institution.  We  Avould  be  glad  to  be  jilaced  on  the  same  finan- 
cial footing  as  the  other  State  institutions,  viz. — to  luiAe  a State 
appropriation  for  our  maintenance,  and  thus  be  relieA'ed  from 
fhe  financial  anxieties  AA'e  are  in  through  the  failure  of  counties 
fo  pay  their  per  diem  jiromptly,  or,  as  in  some  cases,  not  at  ail. 

tVe  wish  in  conclusion  to  thank  all  the  friends  avIio  liaA'e  con 
iributed  to  our  (Miristmas  and  other  holiday  entertainments;  also 
th(‘  earnest  friends  of  all  denominations  and  belief  Avho  have  giA'en 
fo  the  girls  Avords  of  encouragement  and  insjiiration. 

The  State  officers  liaAe  giA’en  us  every  assistance  and  encour 
ag(*d  us  at  all  times,  and  AA’e  make  grateful  acknoAA’ledgments. 

The  longer  Ave  remain  in  this  AA’ork  the  greater  knoAvledge  AA’e 
get  of  the  Avorkings  of  similar  institutions;  finding  they  liaAe  the 
same  jiroblems  to  meet  that  AA’e  have,  the  more  Ave  are  encour- 
aged AA’e  find  oih‘  jiroportion  of  good  accomplished  comjiares  faA’- 
orably  Avith  older  institutions  jmssessing  greater  facilities,  more 
material  advantages  and  longer  exjierience. 
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We  have  sent  out  girls  on  parole  and  discharged  others  who 
are  doing  well.  W'e  have  those  who  disappoint  ns.  This  we  tind 
is  a common  ex])erience.  We  feel  we  have  mnch  for  Avhich  to  be 
encouraged.  We  intend  to  work  with  new  vigor,  and  hope  to 
receive  added  wisdom  with  our  increased  experience.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ST’PERIXTEXDENT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  ('oiitrol  of  the  State  Industrial  School 

for  Girls : 

In  submitting  the  Fifth  Biennial  Report  of  the  State  In- 
dustrial School  for  Girls.  1 can  only  make  a satisfactory  state- 
ment of  the  workings  of  the  institution  from  May  4,  1903,  at 
which  time  I took  charge. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  various  departments  during  this 
time.  1 can  truly  say  we  are  jirond  of  our  work  and  prouder  still 
that  the  institution  is  making  may  improvements,  and  that  ad- 
vanced ideas  of  dealing  with  this  class  of  girls  are  being  carried 
into  elfect. 

Gne  of  our  special  aims  is  that  every  girl  who  goes  forth 
from  here  shall  be  self-res]>ecting.  the  possessor  of  a common 
school  education,  and  such  a knowledge  of  the  duties  performed 
in  a home  that  she  can  be  a verv  helpful  member  of  anv  house- 
hold. 


■ SCHOOL  WORK. 

In  our  school  work  it  is  necessary  to  have  two  sessions,  as 
we  have  not  felt  able  to  eni])loy  more  than  one  teacher.  Each 
session  is  three  hours,  and  every  girl  in  the  institution  is  required 
to  attend  one  session  and  receive  instruction  in  the  branches  per- 
laining  to  a common  school  education.  The  majority  of  the  girls 
are  very  deficient  when  they  come  to  us,  in  most  cases  not  from 
lack  of  intellect,  but  from  neglect.  As  a rule  their  advancement 
is  very  rapid,  and  their  jiroficiency  in  their  studies  conqiare  most 
favorably  with  that  of  our  public  schools. 

Several  girls  have  attained  the  eighth  grade,  and  three  the 
tenih.  f)ur  scholastic  and  industrial  work  was  shown  at  the 
World's  Fair,  in  St.  Louis,  this  year,  for  which  we  were  awarded 
a silver  medal. 

The  light  in  which  the  exhibit  Avas  regarded  has  proven  a 
great  incentive  to  the  girls. 


JIUSIC. 

Our  girls  are  very  fond  of  music,  and  a long  felt  want- has, 
in  a measure,  been  supplied,  as  we  now  have  three  pianos.  We 
have  one  officer,  whose  duty  it  is  to  devote  one-half  of  her  time

to  the  instruction  of  instrninental  and  vocal  music.  Our  school 
teacher  also  assists  in  this  work,  and  in  this  way  a goodly  num- 
her  is  enabled  to  take  instrumental  lessons  and  all  receive  in- 
struction in  sight  reading  and  Aocal  music. 

We  feel  that  considerable  has  been  accomplished  in 
this  line,  but  ho]>e  for  more  rapid  progress  another  year. 

RELIGIOUS  AND  .MORAL  INSTRUCTION. 

The  girls  are  called  together  every  evening  at  7 :45  for  de- 
votional exercises,  which  consist  generally  of  scriptural  quota- 
tions, reading  and  discussing  a chapter  or  repeating  some  Psalm, 
and  a song,  closing  with  a prayer.  They  participate  with  ap 
parent  interest  in  our  devotional  work. 

Aside  from  the  regular  Sunday  school  which  is  conducted 
by  our  officers,  we  are  ably  assisted  by  ladies  and  gentlemen 
representing  the  different  churches.  Each  Sunday  is  provided 
for,  and  words  fail  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  many  ladies 
and  gentlemen  who  have  so  nobly  given  their  time  to  help  us 
each  Sunday.  Their  presence  alone  has  been  most  encouraging, 
and  their  talks  have  helped  very  materially  to  lift  the  girls’  minds 
to  a higher  spiritual  and  moral  plane. 

Several  of  the  girls  have  expressed  a desii'e  in  these  meeting.s 
to  hecome  Christians,  and  are  endeavoring  to  show  by  their  lives 
that  they  are  trying  to  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth. 

We  truly  feel  there  has  been  a marked  growth  in  the  s[)iritual 
and  moral  life  of  the  institution. 

INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

This  feature  of  our  work  receives  special  attention.  Every 
girl  is  instructed  in  sewing,  cooking,  laundry  work  and  other 
duties  of  the  household.  To  each  girl  who  shows  special  apti- 
tude for  sewing  or  cooking  is  given  ample  opportunity  for  prac- 
tice. 

The  girls  have  made  an  advance  along  the  industrial  lines 
that  is  gratifying,  and  it  is  remarkable  how  readily  those  who 
have  never  been  taught  the  rudiments  of  good  housekeeping  re- 
spond to  the  influences  of  their  surroundings  and  become  inter 
in  the  work  assigned  to  them  and  take  jiride  in  doing  it  well. 

FLOWER  CULTURE. 

The  culture  of  flowers  was  carried  on  in  a small  way.  owing 
to  limited  means,  yet  it  developed  such  a general  interest  in  the 
Avork  that  the  majority  of  the  girls  AA-ere  anxious  to  spend  their 
recreation  hours  in  it. 
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We  count  the  cultivation  of  flowers  one  of  the  retining  in- 
fluences of  the  home,  as  well  as  a means  of  livelihood,  and  hope 
funds  will  be  furnished  whereby  this  work  can  be  carried  on 
more  extensively  another  season. 

LIBRARY. 

AVe  have  a very  small  library,  scarcely  worth  mentioning, 
but  we  are  supplied  with  traveling  libraries  from  the  Federa 
tion  of  Women’s  Clubs,  which  come  to  us  every  three  months. 
These  are  much  enjoyed  by  all. 

HEALTH  OF  INM.Vl'ES. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  very  nearly  perfect.  No 
deaths  have  occurred,  and  not  one  case  of  serious  illness. 

Several  girls  were  sutfering  from  siiecific  diseases  when  the^ 
entered  the  school,  but  under  the  skillful  treatment  of  our  phy 
sician.  Dr.  Ellen  M.  Oviatt.  regular  hours,  with  wholesome  food 
and  good  ventilation  and  sanitation,  there  has  been  a marked 
change  in  their  condition  for  the  better. 

(lenerally  speaking,  it  would  be  difficult  to  tind  more  robust, 
healthy  girls. 

DISCIPLINE. 

All  are  awai’e  that  there  is  uo  improvement  where  wiiole 
some  regulation  is  lacking;  therefore,  our  first  and  last  rules 
must  necessarily  be  order  and  obedience. 

In  formulating  rules  for  the  government  of  our  School  we 
take  especial  pains  to  make  them  just  and  reasonable,  and  then 
enforce  them  as  far  as  possible. 

We  aim  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  the  girls  the  idea  of  self 
government,  teaching  them  to  do  right  from  point  of  principle 
rather  than  compulsion.  We  believe  that  all  broad-minded,  tact 
fill,  jiatient  workers  in  institutions  of  this  kind  recognize  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  intended  for  restraint  and  limitation  of  privi 
leges  alone;  but  to  cultivate  and  develop  the  hidden  good  that 
is  in  the  pupil. 

CHRISTMAS  FESTIVITIES. 

The  Christmas  festivities  brought  the  usual  joy  and  ha])])i- 
ness  into  the  lives  of  the  girls,  and  their  entertainments,  which 
were  exceedingly  well  rendered,  gave  pleasure  to  the  many  friends, 
who  favored  us  with  their  jiresence.  We  Avant  to  thank  all  those 
friends  who  by  their  presence  or  gifts  helped  to  make  this  a 
joyous  time  for  the  girls,  and  we  are  especially  indebted  to  Dr. 
Dougan  for  his  generous  gift  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  be  ex 
pended  for  the  girls  as  thought  best.  Also  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Zeagler 
for  his  many  donations,  as  well  as  his  remembrance  to  each  girl 
at  this  time. 
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NEEDS. 

One  of  our  first  great  needs  is  the  lighting  of  grounds  and 
buildings.  At  the  j)resent  no  light  is  provided  for  the  grounds, 
except  one  small  gasoline  arc  light  between  the  Adininistra 
tion  building  and  ('ottage  1. 

The  buildings  are  lighted  bv  lamps,  a very  dangerous  system 
in  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

There  is  no  light  whatever  in  the  girls’  rooms,  as  under  our 
present  plan  of  lighting  it  would  be  unwise.  Funds  should  be 
])rovided  whereby  we  can  have  an  electric  light  plant. 

The  danger  from  tire  is  very  great  as  we  are  situated  at 
])resent. 

I would  also  recommend  an  improvement  be  made  in  the  fire 
])rotection  of  (’ottage  1. 

Sidewalks  are  needed  very  mnch  ; the  present  walks  are  poorly 
constructed,  and  of  little  aid  to  cleanliness  or  appearance. 

^Ve  are  also  in  need  of  a new  school  building,  with  entire 
new  furnishings.  The  i)resent  school  building  is  only  a tempor- 
ary one,  and  has  never  been  properly  furnished.  The  desks  are 
second-hand,  and  most  of  them  are  entirely  too  small  for  oiir 
large  girls  and  the  blackboards  are  of  the  cheapest,  poorest  kind. 
This  is  not  only  inconvenient,  but  injurious  to  the  pupil’s  eyes. 

Itefore  closing,  1 must  not  fail  to  record  an  event  each  year 
that  is  looked  forward  to  with  j)leasure  by  the  girls.  That  is 
our  annual  ])icnic. 

August  1,  the  girls  were  entertained  at  the  home  of 

•Mrs.  J.  B.  Hunter.  The  liayrack  ride  from  the  school  to  p]ngle- 
wood  and  from  there  on  the  car  to  iUrs.  Hunter’s  home,  and  the 
manv  ])leasant  features  of  the  dav,  were  thoroughly  eujoved  bv 
all.  ’ 

August  n.  1!KI4,  the  girls  were  given  a picnic  at  the  summer 
home  of  Kev.  John  H.  Houghton.  A more  ideal  place  could  not 
be  found  for  ji  day’s  enjoyment.  The  Hoard  members.  Gov.  Pea- 
body, Secretary  Hagar,  ^Ir.  O.  S.  Storrs  and  several  other  friends 
favored  us  with  their  presence  and  helped  to  make  the  day  one 
long  to  be  remembered  by  the  girls. 

Tn  conclusion,  1 dsire  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  Honorable  Hoard  of  ('ontrol,  to  the  officers,  and  to 
all  to  whom  our  acknowledgments  are  due  for  help  and  en 
couragement.
